In presenting our report to the citizens of Wilton, we can 
say, first, that in our opinion both eugines are in perfect or- 
der and ready to do service at any moment. ‘There has 
been added to the department the past year, four hundred 
feet of new rubber-lined hose, making in all fourteen hun- 
dred feet: Engine No. 1 has nine hundred feet; Engine 
No. 2 has five hundred feet. The purchase of the last four 
hundred feet was found to be a necessity, as the chances for 
getting water are few and far between. Both engine houses 
have been kept in good order during the year, and all other 
property belonging to the department is in good condition 
and ready for service. Our great and only need at the. 
present time is a better water supply ; and, unless some- 
thing is done in that direction, we may repent in ashes if 
not in sackcloth. 

During the past year we have had but one disastrous fire, 
which oceurred on the night of the 15th of March. It 
proved to be more than we could handle, and we were 
obliged to send to Milford and Nashua for help. They 
quickly responded to our call, and did us a service which, 
we hope and trust, we never shall forget. 

The rolls of both companies are full, and a better or more 
efficient set of men cannot be found in the State.
